"It is now claimed that these pro- 


jects are to be financed by tho issu- 
ance o£ Panama canal bonds. 
The 


American people will regard such a 
proceeding as a very queer one be- 
cause the Issuing of bonds by the 
Cleveland administration largely help 
ed to bring about the downfall of the 
Democratic party in 1890 
A bond 


issue has ever since been viewed with 
abhorrence by the Democracy; now, 
we Und the party loaders compeUed 
by reason of their extravagance and 
Inefficiency, to resort to it. 


"To defray the expenses of a nitrate 


plant* aud oC a sbipnlug board aud 
many othor needless projects by the Is- 
suing of Pauama bonds will be in the 
last analysis-equivalent to paying for 
them by baud Issues.
